Add to this aggregate 
tho Anti-Lecompton men who wero actually re- 
turned by Opposition votes, and the assumption in 
sustained literally, Itie, therefore, only a factious 
Resistance of the minority against the majonty, 
which delays tho election, The movement of Mr. 
Houston of Alabama, yesterday, to choose a Speaker 
for ten days, was only a dodge to evade, responsi- 
Bility before the country. And so was that of Mr 
Rost, to-day, proposing that the Democrata, should 
eheore a candidate from the Southern Opposition, or 
wico eersa, upon condition of concentrating tho 
Joint voto on the porson thus selected, 

The Democracy aro very willing to offer imprac- 
feablo propositions, but are prompt to refise any 
evorture which can be consummated. Thus, they 
refaced, on two different occasions, and after public 
motice had been rerved, to elect Mr. Gilmer, whon 
their codperation would have decided the contest, 
For coveral days past, and particularly this morn- 
Jog, efforts were mado to concentrate a united vote 
en Mr. Moynard of Teuncssce, a Pro-Slavery Yan- 
Kee, who has come hero for two Congresses by 
Knew-Nothing support, and yet now disayows any 
affiliation with that party, or rather, it is disavowed 
upon his authority. He was brought forward to- 
day by one of his colloagucs; and, nfter a  pro- 
tracted ballot, in the course of which twenty or 
thirty speeches wero introjected, he received 44 
Democratic yotes, or, including the American vote, 
65 in af—just 40 short of an cleotion. AN the 
Southern Opposition present, with tho exception of 
Mr. Winter Davis, supported him. Mr. Ethoridge 
was paired off with Mr. Corwin. The leaders of 
the Northern und Southern Democracy were evi- 
dently much exercised by this movement, which 
eriginated with the younger wing of tho chivalry, 
and they insisted upon three or four of the Ameri- 
cans, who had recorded themselves for Mr. Gilmer, 
ehanging, before thoy tried the experiment. 

Even then the Western Democracy hesitated 
Mr. English (Iud.) made a lame apology for ewul- 
Bowing the dose, but he did awallow it, knowing Mr. 
Maynard to have been one of Mr. Fillmoro’s elect 
ors in Tenvessee, So did the redoubtable Col. Tom 
Florence. Par aobile fratrum, Mr. Logan (Ill) 
did not care to enter the slaughter-house, and 80 
woted for Mr. McClernand, and Jolin Cochrane 
warned his friends against tho perils. During the 
progress of the bullot, there was much excitement 
and confusion in the ball and galleries, and somo 
expectation of a result by the uninitiated. But it 
was very clear from che outset to every careful ob- 
server that no successfil combinat.on could be 
made. It is evident that Mr. Milleon was the 
strongest candidate yet presented by the coalition, 
of the four priucipal/Southorn aspirants, No other 
man con rally the samo support. The Democracy 
Rave now failed on their own regular nominee, on tivo 
Know-Nothings whom they adopted, and could not 
muster 30 votes for any Northern candidate. They 
aro uiterly demoralized and broken as a party. 
‘The South demanded a surrender to the enemies 
against whoin the so-called National Democracy 

ve most warred, and it was made at the sacrifice 
of every principle and profession. Let the Irish 
voters who cling to the fortunes of that party exam-

No eign of flinching has been exhibited, 
and every suggestion from the timid or the selfish 
to abandon their standard bearer, has been rebuked 
with emphatic and indignant rejection, And the 
condition of circumstances can never arise to induce 
a change of front. 

‘Mr. Morris of Illinois threw a bomb into the camp

‘When o faw of our friends yeaterduy conseatedto 
en adjournment till Tuesday, it was very obsious, 
from the temper of the House, that no election 
could be consummuted in the meen time, and that 
any attempt to force a test of physical endureace 
might have been attended with injurious conse 
quences.

‘Unless aceident or some other couse ehould re- 
duce the aggregate of the House, Mr. Sherman can- 
not be elected By ‘a majority. The fuilure to com- 
Dine the opposing elements thus far furnishes no 
Better encouragement to the other side. Their only 
hope is to obtain the aid of the deubtful Anti-Le- 
compton men, and then coerce the Southern Oppo- 
sition into a choice between Mr. Sherman and a 
Democrat. This is tho meaning of all the’billing 
and coojng which have been noticed of late, and it is 
fo that eh thnt the skill and influence of the ablest 
Ieoders hove been persistently addressed, If the 
assurances of some of the partice concerned might 
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bo taken a8 a guaranty of good faith, ench a coalition 
Would he considered an impossibility. Butatter the 
deflection which was witucesed on the English bill, 
in spite of written pledges, all such promixca oust 
be received with many grains of allowanee. Thoro 
is a natural antipathy between some of the coustitu- 
ents of the proposed allinnce, and that, with the re- 
pulsion which has been often ond insultingly ex- 
pressed in the House, is the best dependence that they 
will not fuse. The day. they consent to combine, 
Will ound tho death-kueligt any Opposition South, 
They will be swallowed uplby tho Aaron’e rod of 
Slayeocracy, and have nO -political existence from 
that hour forth. - 

So far as the Administration is concorned 
would be willing to seo the plurality rule adopt 
in order to be relieved of the pressure upon the 
Treasury. But it bas really no party in the House, 
and a énggestion to that effect would be more 
likely to defeat, than to promote the object. Hence, 
policy recommends non-interference. When the 
purses of members become a little more contraoted, 
they will dicover a mode of organizing the House. 
Until then, the Opposition, who nto most charged 
With the Tesponeibility of arrying on’ the (Govern: 
ment, can afford to wait patiently. Faction will 
exhaust itself after a while, if we allow it freo 
scope. 

Washington has euffered materially by tho failure 
to organize. The whole social programine is af 
fected by it, The plossura seckars haya not yet 
appeared, and will probably be kept away for 
weeks. The multitude who usually come bere so- 
liciting special legislation, and their followers, have 
no motive to induce their’ presenco yet, Superadd 
to these couses the great. fact: that a million of dol- 
Inrs, due for pay and mileage, are locked up in the 
Treasury, waiting a Speaker's warrant, and it will 
be at once seen bow much the Capital is concerned 
in starting the wheels of Congreea. In addition to 
the reasons suggested, the banks and brokers are 
all loaded down with’ Post-Office scrip, which ties 
up their resources, und preventa any accommoda- 
tion of discounts to the business community. 

There js hardly any doubt now that Mfr. Faulkner 
of Harper's Forry will be sent as Minister to France, 
though innocent of the least kuowledgo of the Inn- 
eunge of that Court. Mr, Buchavan gaye out, with 
his accustomed emphasis, that he woul@appoint. no 
man to such a place who was ignorant of the polite 
langunge of Europe, aud he has kept this proinise 
with the fidelity which has characterized most othere 
of the came eort.

ww to inform Mr. Branch where a commnnication in 
writing would reuch bim onteide the District of Co- 
lumbis, Hr, Grow, upon consultation with his friends, 
‘on whose judgment he anvounced his intention to rely, 
no mutter what their decision might be, at seven 
o'clock in the evening replied to the note of Mc. 
Branch, justifying his own courre in the Honse, and 
annonncing, in plain Anglo-Saxon language, that the 
practice of the code being a violation of the principles 
of Christianity, end considered a crime under the laws 
is own tute, and by the National Legislature, ef 
which be and Mr. Branch were members, he cond not 
recognize it, but would defend his personal rights, and 
the right of ‘the freedom of debate uoder the Consti- 


tution, whenever nskailed, ‘Thie note wae handed to 
Fenton at about eivht o'clock, to be 
“aclivered to Mr. Branch. Two hours after the reply 
was forwirded, a friend of Mr. Grow received a nolo, 
throogh a Democratic eource, that the police hud’ ob- 
tained information that theré was to be a mortal com- 
bat, and were im search of the principals: and not 
wirbing to evude ahy responsibility thet might follow, 
Mr. Grow evaded the police. 

Between 10 and 11 o'clock last evening Mr. Branch 
was arrested, and required to give bonde in the sum of 
35,000 to keep the peace, Mr. Grow was not arrested 
‘until to-day, at 12 o'clock, when he was required to 
give bonds jn thesame amount, though he had declined 
the invitation to disturb the pence, 

No evidence was adduced to show that Mr. Grow 
had violated the peooe before the Justice. ‘The charge 
wae made by Mr. Thomas, upon what authority or 
evidence nobody Knowe—certainly not upon the facta. 

Alleorts of absurd rumors bave been in circulation 
to-day in the metropolis about the affair, which bave 
no fonndation intrath. It hus been intimnted that Mr. 
Branch would assault Mr. Grow 
Nothing has happened to-day to indicate such intention, 
und it is to be hoped that the good senso of Mr. Branch 
will induce bim to refrain from any further demonstra- 
tion. Mr. Grow has promenaded Peansylvania ayonue 
withont molestation. 

The friends of both parties rogret this ocearrence. 1 
bave beard a rumor to-day that tho friends of the par 
ties—Benator Wade and R. E. Fenton on the part of 
Mr. Grow, und Gov. Winslow, Mr. McQueen and Mr. 
Moore, on'the part of Mr, Branch —would make anoth- 
ér effort to urrange the diffiulty. Thecommanity gen- 
erally seem to condemn the course pursued b 
Branch in tending a challenge, on the ground that 
there was no just cunse for it, becunse be was the first 
appressor in impugning the mo! 
relations heretofore existing between Mr. Grow and 
Mr, Branch have been of a friendly character, and but 
for the excitement consequent upon a heated debate on 
a nice point nt this peculiar time, there would not have

We understand $30,000 bus already been subscribed 
in this village. $70,000 hus been snbscribed in the City 
of Brooklyn, and a large amount at Babylon and vic 
ity. The originators of thie project are determined to 
carry it throngh; and our readers may soon expect to

Now sNp HEREAFTER—SOUTHERN VENGEANCE 
AND ALARM—A SENSATION PREACHER—WI- 
Nang THE AcTOR—A Pauren STAMPEDE— 
SAWDONES AGAIN.

The chances aro that during tho year just closed 
no single mining or manufacturing interest of 

Penpeylvania bas experienced a wholesome or prof- 

itable expansion. Increase bas undoubtedly been 

witneesed in eome directions. The coal product is 

a million of tune in excess of the preceding year, 

but tbat product has not paid to miners the profit 

they should have bad, while probably one-half of 
this excess ie yet stacked up uneold, Mining must 
go on, even if no profit result, for the works, 
like the machinery of o cotton-mill, suffer worse 
depreciation by idleness than by being kept 
underway. Iron andmachino-making may bave done 
better pecuniarily, but they too have been eluggiah. 

The great shoe trade of this city hasbeen the subject 

of unprofitable fluctustions, and isnow especially dull. 

Leather is falling, manufacturers refuse to make up 

stocks, wages bave been reduced, and multitudes 

of hands have little or notbing to do. Spindlos avd 
power-looma have afforded the best returns. But 
taking the whole range of the manufacturing inter- 
ests concentrated in and nround Philadelphia, with 

a productive capneity of $170,000,000 per annun, 

it ix eeen ond felt that the past yoar hus not beon a 

brilliant one. A cloud bas huog over it which'no 

energy could dissipate. ‘The labor of the city has 

Jacked, and still Jacks employment. Thousouds 

who beg the privilege to toil are turned away un- 

rotisfied. Advertise for a clork, a salesman, or a 

bookkeeper, and a thousand will offer, Capital 

stognates in the bauks, because the masses have no 
profitable demand for it. Two heavy railroad 
compnnies have crumbled to piecos within the year, 
and others, quite as heavy, struggle on, courageously 
hoping for better times. 

tis manifest that the yeor, which opened so 
buoyantly, has failed to realize the revival wo nn- 
ticipated. There are no indications of a better fu- 
ture. So long as this country annually imports 
$300,000,000 of foreign cloth and iron, this cloud 
will continue to bang not only over Philadelphia, 
but over the whole nation, closing coal-minee, mak- 
ing railroads insolvent, and compelling thousands of 
willing toilers to eat the bread of poverty, An 

Italion war bas failed to stimulate our industry; 

Europe does not need our overflowing crops. We 

have had no other foreign dependence than these, 

and both have failed us. Assuredly the remedy is 
not across the ocean, but at our own door. Tho 
coming year is impotent to furnish it.

It is certain that 
inquiries are sent on from the South touching a va- 
riety of men, companies, and institutions. There is 
no unwillingness to purchase our goods, for they 
cannot get along without them. But a quiet offort 
is being made to discriminate between sellers, 
tho doughinees receiving the preference. This 
strengthens the faith of the Union-savere, while 
they can aleo quietly put up prices, thus making 
a good thing ont of it, Ido not think that grass 
will yet be seen growing in our streets from any 
eneral ceaeation of intercourse with the South, 
tis observed thot more families from that section 
have purchased property here, within the last three 
monthe, thon usual, some intending to educate 
their children, others merely to abandon their /au- 
cient hearth-stones, but all to settle permanently 
in the North. There are many Southern men in 
businers here, merchante; lawyers and doctors. 

Some of those tell me they receive more inquiries 

than ever from their friends at home, looking to a 

felling off of house, or farm, or chattel,und a change 

of residence among us, ‘These inquiries refer to the 
constant terror of their wives and daughters at! the 
prospect of some midnight onslaught from) the 
slaves, They lie down to rest with doors barred snd 
gune nt the bedside, avd wake up trembling at the 
least unusual noise. Whila we cannot but deplore 
the exietence of a state of things eo painful ns this, 
the North opens its arms in hospitable welcome 
to all such ax feel inclined to come out of Bubylon. 

If the indignant enwbones leave us by hundreds,

Mexico appeare, in the mnin, to be called forth by the 
Provision made in said treaty for opening cortain tran- 
sit routes through that country, one of these rontes in 
particular—that of Tehuantepoc—being most emplutio- 
ally denounced by our cotemporary. The trans-con- 
tinental routes through Panama, Nicaragua and Hon- 
durne, and expecially through Honduras, are exalted us 
routes already free, available, and in all respects pro- 
foruble to the trancits through Mexico, and the present 
position of Tux Trsune on this question may be not 
unfairly described as a stand for Hondnras nguinet Te- 
huunwpec. Our cotemporary seems willing to endure 
almost anything rather than eee bis fellow-countrymen 
Joonched upon the Tehnantepes rond. He has discov- 
ered a transit echeme, conceived by one Thompson, far 
down in Central America, which it appears is ia the 
bands of the Secretary of tho Navy, and says of it: 
“Well, we are rather in favor of this, provided the 
“President will forego his Tehnantepeg and Sonora 
“job.” The case of Hondaras versus Tehuantepec being 
thus called up, it is no more than proper tostate that the 
trangit across Honduras bs been for several years, and 
we believe is till, free to anybody who will purchase the 
grant from private partics now holding it; and itis 
kleo but fair to state that in respect to ports, the Hon- 
dures ronte, doubtless, porevases come advantages over 
Penama, Niearagua, and Telnntepes itself, while in 
all other points it is just as certainly inferior to tho 
Jutter transit. Bat the merits of this case are not iden- 
tical with the merits of one or another of those rontes. 
Let it be admitted that the Tebuantepeo, nnd all other 
routes arroes Mexico ure precisely what oar cotempo: 
ry rays they are—worthless. Wonld it not still be wieo 
for us to payoutthe paltry sum of $4,000,000 into the 
Moxican treasury, the pockets of speculators, or oven 
into the eea, if by so doing we can secure the ubolition 
of bigotry snd bad government throughout the Repub- 
lic of Mexico, open that magnificent coautry to the em- 
igration, industry, trade, and commerce of the world, 
and thereby putan end to a growing diplomatic ond 
political imbroglio, which, if suffered to run its course, 
will infullibly end by involving us in desperate ware, 
and drawing us into un expenditure of fifty thnes 
$4,000,000, 

‘This is the true‘ Mexican question’ involyed in the 
execution of Mr. McLuno’s moxt judicious and felicitous 
treaty. The advantages or disadvantages of one or 
another transit route Will settle themselves by the Jaws 
of commerce; but the plain duty before us now is, to 
frive these very Javre of commerce a chance to indicate 
themeclves freely in Mexico, ‘This we can only do by 
strengthening the hands of the only Mexican party 
which has ehown a disposition to deal fairly with 
Aterican interests, and to sweep away the abuses 
which haye so long paralyzed the prosperity of their 
own superb conntry. 

Our foor millions of dollars are to be disbnrsed, not 
in return for uny “Sonora and ‘Tehnantepee job," but 
in excbange for a free right of transit, yranted to the 
people {ind the merebandieo of all nations from the 
ulf to the Pacific coasts of Mexico, including the free 
pareage uleo over the same lines of our troops and ma- 
nitions of war; for the establishment of a warehousing 
syetem, which will ennble all merebants to tranship 
their goods through Mexico without impost charges, 
or to Fel] them for consumption in that country on pay 
ment of daty, ut their option—a large list of munafic- 
tured and unmanufactured goods, the productions of 
the United States, being, however, admitied to be sold 
at the transit termini quite free of cburge; for entire 
freedom of religions worship to American 8, both 
in public and private, in their houses, or ia chopele, 
with the right to inyoke the urmed protection of the 


United States, should Mexico at uny time fail (o assure 
them these privileges, Nor is this ull, Mf ico further 
bind elf, by & separate couvention, to call upon 


the United States for aid in carrying out these trenty 
stipulations, should she, from any’ cause, find their ex- 
ecution impeded—the expenses of the American inter- 
vention in such case being borne by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, 

In other words, we have secured, thanks to the effl- 
ciency und tact of our Minister, the last chance which 
yas Ieft to us of asserting American influence in Mex- 
ico, and anticipating the else inevitable interference im 
the affairs of that country of the European Powers

He 
told bis history in a very simple, straightforward way 
to thia effect, after denying the editor's statement that 
he did not care for tho tarring and feathering: 

He was born in Ireland. He came to this country 
and cettled in Philadelphia. He learned the trade of a 
stonecutter. He was working with Mr, Waters, West 
Chestnut etreet, Philadelphia, a year since; but dall 
times, growing ont of the financial revulsion, cansed 
him to leave there and ecek employment elsewhere. 
He went down the Ohio and Misaissippi, bot could not 
at any of the towns find work. He, however, saw 
blacko employed. He went to New-Orleans, Mobile, 
Augusta, and other places, but was still onsuccesaful, 
Asriying at Columbia, §. C., he found work on tho 
Siate Capitol now building there, 

Among the workmen were Irish, English, Germans, 
and Americans; but only one Sonth Carolinian as he 
recollect. At bis boarding-honse, accustomed as he

Foor men on the trial, testified ayainet him Ono 
swore that be bad etated that J. C. Fremont made a 
speech ut Mobile, saying that in caso he (Fremont) 
were elected President, he would liberate the slaves! 
Power etates tbut he beard that that was aaid of Fro 
mont. This curious specimen of hie knowledge of the 
Republican candidate and policy, did not save him. 
It did not appear on trial, that he had ever aid u word 
tothe pegroes. .A witnces (Cheeseborongh by name) 
swore that when under the intluence of liquor us afore- 
said, Power had said be was an Abolitioniet before be 
left Philadelphia, and his opinions were strengthened 
since he came to the South. Mr. Power appeara to 
baye been laboring under the delusion that liberty of 
speech ia moderately allowed in South Carolina; of 
this the Mayor, the Hon. A. J. Greene, also a Member 
of the Legislature, dieabueed him by recommitting him 
to priton, where he romaived for six days, up to Satar- 
day fortnight, He was thentaken by "two marshals” 
from bis cell, end delivered into the hands of two 
negroes, One of the marehels eaid—* You Gd 
d@——4 eon of a b—-h, as you are eo fond of 
* peproes, I'l] give you a negro escort.’ He was then 
led through the main strect by the two negroes, 
@ great crowd following, He passed the State- 
Hongo yard, where the workmen wore. The 
Carolivians about him said to the workmen, 
“ Bend word to the G—d-d—d Northernera to come 
“here and we can whip them.’ He passed tho ITall 
of the Legislature: many members were on the stops 
among them the Speakerwho looked on, some of 
them lunging. He was Jed three miles to the railroad 
junction. There were thousands preeent—he thiaks 
ubont balfthe popnlation of the town must have been 
there. ‘Troops of horee, and men armed in various 
waye, were there. Some cried “Spike him !"" “Shoot 
bint” ‘Hong him!" &e. He waa etripped to tho 
ankles, and a negro, under threats of being lashed 
himeelf, gave him thirty-nine lashes The blood 
flowed, and the marks of this yet romain. The con- 
tents of a tarbucket were then npplied to his head and 
bis body down to the waist. He suffered awful pangs, 
which were the enbject of derision. The train during 
all this was etopped, and the engineer celebrated the 
event by sonnding the whistle freely. Power was, 
alter an interyal of nearly three honrs, put on the 
trai, in a ear full of negroes, and taken toward 
Churleston. 

Afier be bad traveled he eupposes fifty miles, o 
wuster-mechanic of Charleston, pitying his wafferings 
anil exbaustion, gave him a cup of coffee and a biscuit; 
whereupon te mob around tho station threatened that 
pereon, swearing also death to himself. Some came 
into the car and seized him by the hair, saying, “ Let's 
look at you, you God damned abolition son of a 
t—A." “Some desired to give hia a freeh cout of 
tor and feathere, but, not able to find any of those 
Hiaples, they applied cotton to the tar alreué 
The mob were likewise of opinion that there were a 
whole lot of abolitionists in the cars who ought to be 
banged. He arrived at Charleston and was put in 

ison. 

He bad been kindly counseled tomake no complainta 
or he would get 190 lashes more. A physician who 


attended bim told him be escaped easily; for there 


wero coven men, aceused of being Northern piekpock- 
etn, arretteda the Agricultural State Fair, and com- 
mitted to jail. Ono of them had received 500 Inshee, 
another a lees number; that the man’ who redeived 
the 500 was near dying. Power had notread of any 
trial of theee men eo acenxed and punishiéd. Oil and 
water were given him tocleonee himself. Silence was 
‘enjoined on him, lest the meb should get bold of him, 
He paid his own poreage movey from Colambis to 
Charleston, the negro taking ont $5 from his pogket- 
book. He heard that it was published that the pegroea 
of Columbia had made a snbscription to pay hia pas~ 
sage. On Satorday Inet, at 7 in the morning, be wos 
pat on a steamer for New-York. 

When the Obristmas festivities were at théir hight 
on Monday, this ‘poor Exile of Erin,’ with the blood- 
Iash marks on bis body—inflicted under the mgis of the 
Constitution and Jawe, for some mundtin words or 
childish talk in Columbia, South Carvlins—arrived at 
this great metropolis. He je reduced in flesh, bpt ia 
sturdy in spirit. He asks work, not alms. Itis a pity 
be could not haye arrived in time for the Union meet 
ing, eo that Charles O'Conor, eaq., could havo’ pre~ 
sented him to the Union-savers, and illustrated tho 
effects of the patriarchal system on the person of an 
Irishman.

At tho risk of being denounced as croaking, and 
faint-hearted, wo tell the Republicans of these

against them. Let us be specific. 

Tho distinetivo position of tho Republican party 
with regard to the disposition that should be mado 
of the Public Lands is not morely emphatically and 
impregonbly right—it is popular in itself and an 
important eloment of party strength. There is 
hardly s poor man in the Union who, if that posi- 
tion could be fairly eet before him, would not foel 
aud admit ita justice. In proof of this, we appeal

Thoro is not a State in the Union wherein 
the Republican vote would not bo ewelled by 
making every voter see and realize the relative po- 
aitiona of the two great parties on this momentous 
question.

{bimerchonts, and timorous capitalists will be 
made to shell it out. It wos by money thus 
ruised in this city in October, 1856, that Pennsyl- 
vonia was barely carried at the State Election and 
Bucbanan’s election secured. It was by money 
promized out of the Federal Treasury, and ulti- 
mately paid, that Indiana wos given to Buchanan in 
that contest. And where one dollar was thus 
spent in 1856, ten doubtless will bo in 1860. 
Tho Republicans cannot begin to match this 
expenditure, and will not attempt it. The weight 
ef purse is on the other sido; the weight of pre- 
sumed pecuniary interest in tho result of the contest 
also. We can only win by creating, in the earlier 
stages of the contest, a public sentiment, which will 
render tho expenditure of money in the lator stages 
ineffootive, That is our only hope.

Southern end of this Confederacy has been doing 
something of vast consequence to its interests over 
since it became a part of the Union. It did some 
thing vitally affecting the whole public weal, when 
it took Texas and brought on the war with Mexico, 
in order to get territory on which to 
It did something of unusual significance when it 
ineisted upon throwing down very barrior to tho 
spread of Slayery into all the Territories, 
sometbing of yery especial moment when it ua- 
dertook to put down free labor by violeuce in Kan- 
sne, and substitute tho ecrvile system. It did a 
great deal when it brought over the law-making, 
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The delogations from those Statos in which tho 
great battle is to bo won or lost should bo chosen 
from their most disorvet, discerning, intolligont 
citizens, amd should bo above the suspioion of being 
any man's men. Thoy should not oxpect to havo 
the naming of candidates confided oatircly to thom; 
but they ought to have a roto on those selected by 
others, IfNew-Jersoy, Ponnsylyania, Indiana and 
Illinois should unitedly say, “Woe cannot carry" 
this or that statesman, thon anothor should bo so- 
leoted; and ho should be ono of those whom these 
States, or a majority of them, believo they can 
carry. We have no moral right to brave the hazard 
of defeat in such o struggle os this in ordor to 
gratify any man’s aspirations, or tho partiality of 
hia friends, 

But, aboro all, we must all resolve, in spite of the 
mistako of the Committee, that the canvass for a 
Republican triumph shall bo commenced at once, 
shall be effectively carried on at all points, and shall 
not be subordinated to tho secondary considoration 
of who shall be our candidates, Lot us havo work- 
ing clubs organized in esory County and Township, 
documents procured and distributed, the circulation

“LET US ALO 

The Richmond Whig indorscs the sontiment of 
The Memphis Avalanche that all tho South wants 
is “to be let alone.” But how ‘Jet alone?” This 
phrase covers a very comprehensive meaning; or 
may be made to do so. ‘The burglar may say all he 
wante is “to be let alone,” The African slave 
trader may eay all ho desires is “ to bo let alone,” 
We meau nothing reproachful by our similes. We 
are a Confederacy of States; embracing vast divor- 
sities of climate, position andeccupation, The North 
ie commercial nod manufacturing. ‘Tho West agri- 
cultural; the South plants broad acres by a pecu- 
liar form of Isbor. ‘Tho interests of the various 
sections are to a considerable extent divorse, and 
yet the action of the Confederacy must bo a 
unit, Recur for a moment to our past history. 
Tho waritime interest of the Ropublic is highly 
prosperous. Qur canyns whitens every ea. The 
nation’s rights aro infringed. Tho Confederacy 
deewe it un imperative duty to impose restraints, 
and put shackles upon onr foreign commerce, 
and the maritimo interests of tho North fall pros- 
trate before the Embargo and the War that follows. 
‘Those interests conld have exclaimed, did oxclaim, 
all we want ia to be let alone.” But the oommon 
interest of all demanded that they should not be let 
alone. And they were not, When a high tariff 


bad.tusnod capital into ze iGat industry domanded 


“to be let alone,” But the tariff was reckoned 
to bea bridle on tho planting interests of the South, 
and it was repealed, ond manufacturing industry 
turned adrift to shift for iteelf, When the commor- 
cial interest had established a financial system that 
suited it, it demanded ‘to 40 Tet alono,”, But it 
was vot, and the United States Bauk fell before 
other interests o~0ined against it. When terri- 
toria] -vanision at the South was demanded in the 
-exation of Texas, in order to spread and 
strengthen Slavery, Northern interests aud princi- 
ples opposed, and demanded ‘to be let alone." But 
the Confederacy, acting a8 a whole, said, ‘ wo will 
“take Texas,” and Toxas was taken; and what 
was not openly bargained for, a War with Mexico, 
was taken at the same time. That war brought 
more territory, and forthwith disputes arose be- 
tween. the North and South ns to whether it should 
be free or slave territory. Neither sido, in this von- 
troversy, was content “to let alone,” or bo “ let 
“alone.” Interests and principles clashed in the 
contest, of were sapposed te clasb, and the dis- 
pute went on. 

This recital is simply intended as an illustration, 
It shows that diverse sections and diverse interests 
within the common Union never have let one an- 
other alone, and, by inference, thnt they nover will, 
This inference, based on the facts of our history, 
is nmply sustained by the deductions of reason und 
common sense, The very fact that we have a 
country extending throngh distant parallels of lati- 
tude, giving variety of climate and production, that 
a portion is ocean washed and abounds in eafe 
havens, while otber portions Lie far inlaid, or are 
debarred from maritime dovelopment by shoal 
waters and shifting sands, is enough to account for 
various and antagonistic interests. When we add 
to this the great fact of our national life aud hia- 
tory, that one portion is covered with free laborers, 
and suother portion occupied by a dograded and 
servile race, we find elements inevitably hostilo, 
always clasbing; a conflict “irrepressible.” 

For any one part of a great country thus situated 
and circumstanced, to counciate in the midst of 
that country's career, with legislation of every sort, 
bound up in the volumes of its statutes, holding 
euch portion to certain dutics and responsibilitice, 
creating claims and compensations, und reciprocal 
obligations; for any part of such a country, to un- 
dertake to express the oxigencies of its national 
Wants in the simple formula, all we want is to be 
‘let alone,” discloeea a lack of comprehension of 
its condition and relations, not at all creditable to 
the intelligence of its utterers or its indoreere, 
whether in tho first or eecond degree, 

Yet we havo the requirement thrust upon our

the Excoutive, and tho Judicial powor, to tho

likes in tho Government and with the Government, 
Wo appreciato the modesty of the demand, bat 
We really fail to #eo any conclusive reason for ac- 
qnicaconce. We clnim the right of the North to sharo 
in the administration of this Government in relation 
to every subject that comes within tho scope of tho 
Federal Constitution; and the subject of Slavery 
in the Territorics, and tho slavo trade, wo claim to 
be among them—and for the best of reasons, to 
wit: that tho Fedoral Government bas acted upon 
them from tho timo of ite formation until now, with 
the sanction and approval of all the most illustrious 
nomes intorwoyen in its history. 


NOTHER LITTLE JOR. 

Even Secretary Toucey is unable to keep out of 
it! Tho President has got up a Tebuantepeo and 
Sonora Transit job of $4,000,000. Why shouldn't 
u Sceretary go in with his little “flyer” of 
§8200,000 1 Asay down on the Cen'ral American 
Isthmus, near Panama, there is a lagoon called 
Chiriqui Lagoon, and on the Pacific side o bay, or 
little gut, called Golfite, Between them is a wilder- 
ness of high mountains ond untracked forests, It 
scoms that one Thompson bas got from somebody in 
the Government of Costa Rica or New Granada, 
(for both lay claim to the territory), the right of 
way, with untold acres of valuable land, producing 
“four thousand bushola of mosquitoes to the acre, 
“< and alligatorsenough for fencing," lying betweon, 
or on, or about these two wondorful points of Chiriqui 
sud Golfito. And what ia of much more conse- 
quence, Mr. Thompson has got Seorctary Toucey 
to enter into s conditional contract for obtaining, 
at second-hand, from him (Thompson) a subordinate 
right of way for tho United States, with other priy- 
ileges, and all for the contemptiblesuin of $300,000 ! 
Well, we are rather in favor of this, provided the 
President will forego his Tehuantepee ond Sonora 
Job. Those aro old and threadbare humbugs, while 
this Chiriqui scheme is fresh and new, and relatively 
cheap; and we prefer to contribute, while we are 
about it, to the support of the good national family 
of Thompsons, rather than to the alien ono of 
Juarez. Thompson will probably speud his money 
in a brown-stono front, at home, and patronize 
indigenous butchers and tailors; while Juaroz 
would be sure to squander bis funds among his own 
paisanos, or clse go to Paris and invest it in decora- 
tions and dinners at Felisse’s. 

But, seriously, is there not something pitinble 
and humiliating in the fact, that the taint of jobbery 
hos come to infect every department, from tho 
White House down to the Nevy Bureau! We had 
supposed, after tho enormous swindle of the Tehu- 
antepec wail contract, under which it is calculated 
the transportation of every letter cost something 
over $60, we should hear of no more similar experi- 
mente. The good-nature of the late Postmaster- 
General, we are bound to believe, was imposed on 
by the Benjaming, and other, Tobuantgpeo specula- 


good-natured, 8 to bo open to tho suspicion of 
having been worked upon through the amiable 
sido of his character. ‘Thompson must have got o 
hold on some other trait in the Toucoyan coustitu- 
tion. But bo will find, we apprehend, that it ie 
easier to charm the Seorotury than to wheedlo 
Congress, as it is at present constituted. Wo fear 
some ill-natured law-giver and appropriation-voter, 
will take it into bis head to inquire into the exact 
value of the right of way from Chiriqui te Golfito, 
and ascertain whether it will not be best to negoti- 
ate with the untamed Indians and tiger-cats now in 
occupation of that interesting territory.

BRIGHTS OF VIBGINIA SLAVES. 

We have already called attention to a recent de- 
cision of the highest court in Virginia, to be found 
in the X1Vth volume of Grattan's Reports, p. 1 
Just issued, in the ease of Baily et al. agt. Poindex- 
ter et al. It is of sufficient consequence to merit 
few further observations, and is stated as follows in 
a journal of that State:

It is such extraordinary injustice as this, perpe- 
trated under the forms of law, by grave judicial 
authorities, that produces the profoundest impros- 
sion wherever sentiment of right pervades the 
public mind, It is the conduct of conservative 
Southern men“-for we eupposo Judges upon | tho 
bench must be so estecmed—in thus aggravating 
the features of Slavery, by denying to philanthropy 
the exercise of its beneficent impulses, and, little 
by little, shutting out all hope for the slave through 
peaceable methods, that gradually leade the public 
conscience to justify even violent and unlawful acts 
looking to the extinction of the institution. How 
can the South expect the sympathy of the world for 
acts of injustico at which the dullest sense revolta? 
‘Tho South, in its replies to allegations of individual 
wrong and outrage on the port of elaveholders, 
always asserts that such are the exceptional fea, 
tures of the institution, But it can make no such 
defense against the unquestioned decisions of its 
highest legal tribunals, euch as that we are 
now commenting on. Here is cruelty in. tho 
concrete, Here are wrong and outrago per- 
petrated by the civil authority, acting under all the 
ecstraints aod solemnities of o tribunal from which 


thore ia no appeal, and whozo acts stand as the 
well-considered and deliberate utterance of the 
State. Thia is no exceptionable injustice. 
It tho injustice of consolidated powor, 
the injustice of a whole community, And it is 
voluntary, gratuitous injustice. Thero is no do- 
funge for it, such as thore is, or af least as it is 
pretended there is, in maintaining the slavo system, 
from tho neceasity of upholding the rights of propor- 
ty intact. For whnt is here provonted is the attompt 
of property to relinquish ita hold upon ite poases- 
sions; the attempt of humanity to dischargo a duty 
imposed by a sense of justice. For this act of in- 
jnatice on the part of the Stato there is no dofense, 
no reason in equity, or in policy even. It ia shoor, 
undieguised, indofensible tyranny over a subject 
race. 

It is the common habit of all tyranonies to seek 
to strengthon themselves by an iron harshness, 
But tho method has never met with more than tom- 
pornry success, Tho supporters of Slavory in tho 
South, in following the old example, cannot fairly 
anticipate anything different from the old oxperi- 
ence. In proportion to the violence of wrong, 
comes tho force ofits retributions. In aggravating 
tho condition of the slayo by fierce enactmenta, 
and by gruel legal decisions, the South is gradu- 
ally forfeiting all cluim upon the sympathies of 
mankind, and destroying the feoling of commisor- 
ation which would otherwise bo its stay in the fear- 
ful perils the futuro has in store. Let it be per- 
suaded to moderation in its coureo, both in respoot 
of ita treatmont of slaves by tho civil authority, aud 
in the spread of Slavery, and it may at least 
measurably restore the harmony of feeling between 
the two sections of the country that its outrageous 
conduct bas of late years done so much to intor- 
rupt. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

We print in another placo a eccond letter frem 
Mr. Wm. F, Channing on the important aubject of 
Marriage and Divorce, Belioving hia doctrines to 
bo pretminently sophistical, dangerous, detestable, 
We urge every reader to givo them a very acarching 
serutivy. If it wero only William F. Channing 
who argued in this woy, it were porhaps better to 
suppress what be urges and leavo the matter out of 
sight; but the viows put forth by Mr. C. are held 
and acted on by large and increasing numbers, who 
find or fancy them conyenient, and think them well 
grounded beesuse they have been often aot forth as 
conclusive, and seldom noticed by those who abhor 
them. 

Lot us state the facta in Mr, Channing's case, a3 
we understand them, in order to elucidate the 
point in controversy. 

I. Mr. Channing wooed, won and wedded the 
wifo of his youth, solicifing a union with her in 
marriago according to tho precepts of Christ and 
the laws of Massachusetts—each expressly making 
Marringo indissoluble save by crime; he expressly 
and solemnly covenanting to tako his partner ‘for 
‘better, for worse,” and to live with her in holy 
matrimony until death should part them. 

II. Mrs. Channing has uever sought nor desired 
a release from this sacred covenant, but, on the 
contrary, bas steadily resisted the divorco sought 
and finally obtained by her husband. 

THI. Mr. Channing (though he says he sought a 
separation with no such object) having obtained an 
Indiana divorce from his Massachusetts marriage 
and Massachusetts wife, immediately married 
another—we believe the very day after hia divoreo 
was perfected or made known to him. 

IV. In marrying this second wife, he bas again 


and to live with her in holy matrimony 
—not until ho or she shall be sick of the arrange- 
ment—“ but until death do part.” 

—Now, we could better stomach tho divorce, if 
its author had consistently refused to enter once 
moro into a covenant and a relation which he atig- 
watizes as immoral and propostorous. If he and 
bis new wife had said, “ We repudiate all obliga- 
“tion or contract to live with qnd for each other 
“one moment longer than we shall both choose to 
“do 80, and take each other pro tem., without ben- 
“‘ efit of clergy,” we could have regarded them as 
one-sided, egotistical, misled persons, not as per- 
sons who bad mistaken lust for love, and rushed 
forward to a personal gratification in defiance of 
Divine inhibitions and social obligations: as the 
case stands, we can exercise no such charity, Our 
disgust with the whole Free-Loye clap, in all ita 
tribes and septa, is intensified by the fact that we 
do uot bnow any of them who ever hesitate to 
marry according to law and gospel, whenever they 
find their advantage in so doing; though they will 
argue the next hour that Christian marriage is ab- 
surd, and its obligations invalid. Mr. Channing’s 
practice would refute his theory, even had it not 
already been condemned by tho observation, the 
e, and the experience, of the Christian 
zed world.

rubbed his innocent eyes ina vain search for the 
slayor be had left at anchor, and which he could 
seo neither in the cloud snor in the tree-tops. Oh, 
infinite jeater over tho blood and tears and anguish 
of your fellow men, how cunning was the theft of 
the sbip'—your theft, Lamar—the theatrical one. 
Buthow bittor was tho punishment that awnitod you. 

We are tardy, perhaps, in a suggestion which wo 
mako to this eminent Georgian. Tho plea to the 
libel which he had prepared for Savannah use, he 
can plead in Boston, But the loas of his African 
freight! ‘The dashing of his hopes of sovea hundred 
negroes! ‘Tho waste of his captain's investment 
for his own account, in the two Portuguese women 
to be swapped away for eighty slaves—a dead loss 
of 8,000 por cent! Tho flatting out of the rampant 
ambition to reopen the African slave-trado and nul- 
lify the laws of Congress und dofy the powor of the 
Federal Government! ‘The laughter and the jests 
of the mercbante of Savannah ovor tho return voy- 
ago of the Wanderer! and her consignment to an 
officer of a Court where justico ia not slippery! 
For griofs like these, Lamar, we have no remedy 
to suggest, unless it be in the reflection that in 
losing your yacht, you have saved your soul from a 
second offenge against the most sacred rights that 
God bas given toman, You aro fortuaate in your 
misfortune, as wo estimate the accidents of human 
life. 

To bo sure, Lamar, there is a diflerence between 
‘a Boston and a Savannah jury, and the plon of the 
theft of your ship, which, by the advice of counsel 
you had prepared de Lene esse, may bo ostoppod by 
the honesty and good sense of a panel of tivelve 
Massachusetts mon. But your case is not without 
hope. Caleb Cushing is yet in Boston. Retain 
and feo him. If any lawyer can porsuado a Court 
that tho Africaa slave-trado is tho constitutional 
privilege of am American Christian, Caleb is he. 
‘Try him, Lamar, try him ! 


A MELANCHOLIOUS MERRYMAKING. 

A molancholy day, or night, waa that of the last 
22d of December, at Charleston, S. C. ‘Cho Pilgrim 
Fathere, themselves, were in hardly a more dismal 
plight when they first landed on tho storn and rook- 
bound coast, than were their descendants who had 
reémigrated to the Sunnier Sonth on their appointed 
Feast-dsy. Marry, the fare was something mended 
since tho dasa of the Mayflower, and good liquor,

It 
muy be regarded as slaughtered, roasted, bashed, 
devoured, and forever dispatched. The poor Pil- 
grim Fathers could not pass muster, even in the

to warn them against the sin of Ham by the ever 
prevent witness of his punishment.

For, inas- 
much a8 every speech was full of nothing 
elso, and the rest of The Charleston Mercury 
containing the report filled with speeches mado and 
resolutions passed by the Legislature demanding 
this very divorce, it cannot be that there is any- 
thing inherently disloyal or dishonorable in Disun- 
iouiem, It only becomes such when it is suggested 
ina part of the country where the laws of physical 
geography, if not of Asiatic scenery, as Mr. V 
ater said, forbid the growth and manipulation of 
that delicate staple of the South, 

The orators, we grieve to say, were men wo had 
never heard of, excepting the President, Mfr. Wil- 
lington. But they were ofone mind as to the mori- 
bund condition of the American Union. In fact, it 
Was generally treated as defunct, and fit only to bo 
hurried out of men’s sight. It must have been from 
this consideration that, when the health of the 
President of the United States was drunk, no one was 
found go poor as to do him the roverence of a civil 
word.

“gs the poor Pilgrim Fathers had.” But we 
Macbeth of Charleston must havo had on interriog 
with the weird sisters, like hia great Pretetypo, 
where could ho havo got the truth with which by 
ended his speech—'* For his part, ho did not by 
“Jieve that the South would ovor go ont of the 
“ Union until she was kicked out!" And yot he wus 
not kicked out of the room ! This ia tho only fay 
we can find with tho chivalric spoech of eur May 
beth, yho really said a great many sensible tuing, 
only they were rather bard to make fudge with is 
conclusions.

‘Black Republicans from committing tho ‘overt 
‘act! that must oventuate in Disuvion.” “ Tho 
© South will reaiat by arma ‘the voice of the major- 
“ity under the forins of the Constitution,’ when 
“that ‘voice’ calls te power men who have pro- 
“claimed the ‘irrepressible conflict,’ " 

In this civil war, the belligerent slaveholders do 
not propose to fight alone, In this poculisr scheme 
for subjugating the majority of the freemen of the 
country they expect to be aided by the minority in 
the North.

The Courrier des Etats Unis of Thuraday pab- 
Rabes two letters, onc from Rio Grande City ond 
the ether from San Antonio, in Texas, both of 
which take the same view of the character of the 
Brownsville ‘ outrages” which wo advanced a 
month ago. The Courrier’s eorrespendent in Rie 
Grande City says that Cortina has been dispoe- 
essed by the lawyers of a very large domoin in 
Poxne, wherefore he makes war on the lawyers, and 
that, under pretoxt of protecting Rio Grande City

kad been raised there of one hundred men. The 
humbug of Cortina is to serve a8 on excuse for the 
annexation of Sierra Madre or Tamaulipas and 
Nuova Leon, The San Antonio correspondent of 
the Courrier states that Cortina is a Mexican- 
Texan, and that he haseleyen leagues of land on the 
lefs bank of the Rio Grande; that the Sheriff of 
Brownsville and some of the lawyers have been 
endeavoring to praetice upon him a system of intim- 
idation, usual im Texas, by which the old Mexican 
populatien of the State are driven to eell their lands 
for o song and go te Mexico, and that Cortina, 
having in vain sought redress at law, took the mat- 
ter into hie own hands, and that, though bo hos 
indulged in reprisals, yet impartial men deem him 
more honorable than those whose exactions, vio- 
lence, avd even murders, have driven him to arms, 


The Daily News reporta that the eanvass, pre- 
paratory to the election of Delegates to Charleston 
from the various districts of this State, is going 
forward in the most satisfactory manner. None aro 
to be selected but pure and unadulterated Hard, 
and even those few Hards who have consented to 
hold places in the delegation appointed by the reeent 
Cagger Convention at Syracuse are to be rigidly 
excluded.

Hence it is that we advise all thase States 
where Slavery exists to abolish it, they having the 
power 60 to do. As fer ourselves, we can only act 
politically against the extension of this “ sin and 
crime.” Having thus shown The Express that, 
even if it concede tho sinfulness of Slavery, it need 
not, therefore, entor upon the work of dissolving 
the Union, will it now inform as whether it helds, 
with Mr. O'Conor, that Slavery, as it exists in this 
country, is not an evil, is not unjest, but is ocord- 
ing to the order of nature und tho teachings of in- 
spiration, and is just, benign, lawfal, and proper?

GERMANY—FEDERATION. 
———— 

For some time past the watchword of many Ger- 
man patriots, savans, philosophers, theoretical and 
practical stateamen and politicians, bas been o 
union of the various tribes and Btates composing 
Germany, under the leadership of some one royal 
dynasty, or of the Stato ruled by it. The snera- 
mental word ie hegemeny, Upon hegemony is to 
dopend the standing of Germany in the world’s hie 
tory—( Wallgeschichtliche Stllung)—another sacra- 
mental expression—which Standing, in the opinion 
and in the aspirations ef Germans, does not 
correspond to the national dignity. The clamor for 
both genorally becomes loud, when any ether na- 
tion, or, te be moro definite, when France, in 
some way er other, arouses the nations, and aston- 
ishos or terrifics the Governments and aristocracivs 
of Ewrepe. Hegemony and the Standing are rop- 
resented ae depending upon each other, or at least 
it is asserted that tho standing never can be reached 
without the unity given by hegemony. 

Various efforts have been made in bygone contu- 
Fes, and are now being made, to establish a bege- 
but hitherto in vain. Powerful undoreur- 
rents have always dissolved and carried away 
tho structures reared by the founders of hegemony. 
These structures have been crected on the surface; 
the undercurrents gueh from the womb of the na- 
tion. ‘The rill whieh feed those currents well out 
of the whole national and historic life of the Ger- 
man people, Incontestibly this national etream is 
mixed and modified with many egotistical, petty, 
dynnetic ambitions and interests. German writere 
eomprehend all such intercete under the name of 
particularismus, another sscramental expression. 
Particularismus, however, could nevor, singleband- 
ed, prevent hegemony, excopt by being aided and 
getting hold of feclings and traditions rooted in the 
constitution of the German people. 'Thia people, 
from ite first historical wanifestation, is composed 
of various tribes of equal ethnic birthright, issuing 
from one and the same ethnic stem, These, in the 
course of their historieal existence and growth, 
worked out their individuilities and became na- 
tions. Such are the normal rivalets composing 
the anti-hegemonic current. 

Federation is antagonisin to hegemony. And nu- 


merous German writers and historians claim fode- 
ration a8 a national specialty, History, however, 
points to various crude federations previous to 


the sppearauce of the Germans on ita horizon 
—all ef thom for offensive and defensive ware. 


Not to epeak of Greeks and Italiote, the Celto- 
Galli, federated and combined with « few German 
tribes, conquered Italy, Rome, Greece, and Asin Mi- 
nor; in fact, almost the whole civilized world. The 
German race, in its various outshoots, has preserved 
federation as a political combination down to our 
times, Armipiue, Civilie, the Cheruses, the Franke, 
and the Saxons, all organized federations for defense 
or for invasion. Tho German Empire, the Bund 
now existing, is another manifestation of the same 
principle, Switzerland mainly represents « Ger- 
mun offshoot, u better perfected atate ef union, 
as no canton claimé supremacy, and no euch 
supremacy or leadership is conceded or recog- 
nized, Even the American Union is claimed 
by come to be the product of the Germanic 
specialty. This elaim is bused en the great fallacy 
now introduced into American political history un- 
der the name of Anglo-Saxonism. If that, how- 
ever, were nota fullucy, what some philosophers 
sesert of history and of natural ecience, that trans- 
planted sprouts often bear better fruit than the ori- 
gins, would be justified. 

The World-historical Standing of the German 
race began with the overthrow of the Westera Ro- 
mea Empire. The Germans then became one of 
the corner-stones of the vew Western Europe, 
which at that time emerged from the ruins of the 
Boman world. That event, which was a real 
progress in the development of the huinan race, is 
claimed by the Germans as their own exclusive 
work; but st any rate it was mot completed, and 
perhaps not even originated, by or through any exclu- 
sively German agency and hegemony. Attila's bloody 
forays into Gaul and Italy, in their passage through 
Germany, terrified aud diapersod the German tribes 
all over the country, Tho newinvadors, thus hurled 
upon Italy, gave the death-blow to ita power, and the 
Franks, the Weat-Goths, and the Burgandians—np 
to that epoch a sort of armed, warlike colonists 
withim the boundaries of the Roman Empire—be- 
came wholly independent. Each of these in turn 
chopped up the prostrate giant. Tho firat impulse 
to the standing came, therefore, to great extent, 
from the savage Huns of Finuic or Mongolie stock, 
aad from their leader. All German poetry adopted 
and nationalized that terror-atriking apparition, 
Attila forms a general subject for the primitive Ger- 
man peets, ‘The Scandinavian and Icelandic Scalds 
and Bereerkera, in their Sngas and Eddas, in their 
Atia Mal and Atla-Quida, the Gothic and Frank 
Wikinaeagas, the Anglo-Saxon bards aud the Ger- 
man Minnesingere of the Niebelungen, sing and 
praise Attilo, inake n national demi-god of him, aud 
transport him to Valhalla, the paradise of Odin's 
children. 

Charlemagne combined and held in his powerful 
grasp newly all the German tribes, destroying most 
of their hereditary chiefe. Under Charlemngne's 
succeseors new dynasties grew out of the officials 
appointed by him: counts, mnrkgraves, and the 
hike, the civil and military guardiaus and administra- 
tors of bis Empire, The original subdivision of 
tribes was thus uguin restored, although with modi- 
fied characteristics. The Carlovingion dynasty, 
legitimate and left-handed, eearcely eurvived to the 
18th century. The great Unity finally became dis- 
ropted. Ardent German hegomonists deeply de- 
plore that disruption, Still it was ene of the great- 
cat ond most positive moans of Eurupean progress 


and civilization, Franee, Germany, and even North- 
ern Italy, again began to movo in orbits of their 
own. Each of thos regions and peoples was thus 
enabled to develop more or lees fully ita own indi- 
viduality, and 80 give utterance to the inexhausti- 
bly, variegated manifestations of the human mind. 

After the extinetion of the Carlovingians, the an- 
‘tmgonisms of tribes, or at least their rvalries, em- 
bodied in their dynasties and leaders, camo to the 
surface of eventa in Germany with great power. 
By compromises and concessions, perhaps compelled 
by dangers menacing Germany from Northmen and 
Dones on the north, and from Slaves and Magyars on 
the east, a common chief or leader yas olected, 
and the German Enupire was thus constituted in 
tho 10th century, Conrad J,, Otto I., and the Em- 
porors elected after them, were obtained by conces- 
sions and compromixes between the claima to equal- 
ity ef birthright of Saxons, Franconiaus, Sunbiana, 
ete. This ie not the place for an investigation of 
the cardinal principles which presided over the con- 
stitution of the Germau Empire, nor for an elucida- 
tien of the question whether the Imperial mantle 
Was on integument under which German national 
Bnity was to work itself out; whether the Imperial 
erown was to be tho kernel from which tho fibers of 
Unity were to epring forth. History shows that 
hegemony was repuleive to the nation, and was re- 
sisted from the start. Election was recognized as 
a fundomental element, and the Diet over which 
Otho I. presided, is in principle the samo as thot 
now deliberating at Frankfort. Feudality, or tho 
feudalized Chureb, served then to bind together the 
Elective Emperor and the many political and na- 
tional individualities ef the nation. Ayain; many 
modern hegemoniste regret that some of the Ger- 
man Emperors did not undertake the work of cen- 
tralization, or at least of fusion into a unit—tho 
samo process performed in France and in other Eu- 
repean countries, But fate was manifest in the 
shertlived dynasties—the Saxon, the Franconian, 
and the Suabian or Hoheustanflen; and the Haps- 
burgs, Jong as they have been on the Imperial 
throne, have never aucceeded in their repeated at- 
tempte. Very difforent elements existed in Franoe 
during tho reign and after the extinction of tho 
Carlovingians. 

Ou the Gallo-Roman substratum, a new political 
and historical structure, Franee and was erected 
by conquest and feudality. The numereus na- 
tiovalities springing up therefrom, bad not a com- 
mon origin of race, as had the German tribes—not 
even a common language. ‘The feudal lords, im- 
pored by conquest, did not incarnate the masses, 
the various populations. Feudal and hereditary 
Jaws alone cemented society and maintained the 
supremacy of the conquerors. Royalty was the 
paramount feudal power, in deed as well as in idea, 
Royalty, thus firmly established, eet to work at 
once, although slowly and by degrees, to build up 
its prerogative, ita domain, its kingdom, After 
a labor protracted through centuries, out of 
various heterogeneous tribes and nationalities, 
finally a France was fluxed, fused, and founded. 
And this notwithstanding oven that tbe feudal laxity 
early reached in France its utmost limits—limits 
which it never reached in Germany; not even 
during the epoch of robbers and Burggraves, nor 
during the great interregnum after the extinction 
of the Hohenstaufen, nor during the great part of 
the 15th century, All social, political, military and 
civil resources were called into the field as agencies 
to accomplish that fusion. Conquests, marriages, 
deeds, dovations, wills, with occasional murder and 
poison, backed the royal activity. 

Hugo Capet began this method of royal hus- 


bandry—hie dynaste cantinned it aided he rnarie 
oug cminent patriots and statesmen. So, under 


Louis VI., hia friend Abbot Sugger preéminently 
contributed to render the Church on ally of royal 
Unity against the centrifugal force of feudality. 
Louis 1X., beside absorbing the Septimang and 
thus bringing royal France—already veashed by 
the northern waters—to the Mediterranean; beside 
securing Provence to a branch of his house, Louis 
TX,, by bis piety and justice, originated that 
religious feeling for royalty in all classes of the na- 
tion, which afterward became ono of the strong. 
est cemente of Unity. Philip the Fair and No- 
garet transplanted papacy to Avignon, and made it 
for n time eubservient to the royal will and Unity, 
Louis XI. destroyed the great feudatorivs. Cath- 
erine de Medicis, Charles IX., by the horrible 
Bartholomew's night, aud Heory IIL., by his murder 
of the Guises, worked for Unity; av also did Hen- 
ry IV., Richelieu, and Mazarin. And Unity was 
finally firmly consolidated by Louis XIV. 

The house of Hapsburg attempted to consoli- 
date the Imperial power of Germany, or to absorb 
at least somo portions of the country. It failed in 
both attempts. Many reasons contributed to buflle 
Charles V., the Ferdinands, aud the Rudolphs. The 
pesulisrities of character and development of the 
various independent individualities composing Ger- 
many, were both too deep and too strong to be up- 
rooted or subdued. Hereditary sovereign families 
incarnated the original elements of tribes. The 
Reformation strengthened them, and they sustained 
the Reformation, And se the Hupsburgs, al- 
though eupported by Spain and Papacy—although 
powerful by their bereditary possessions—first Bel- 
gium and the Netberlands, then Bohemia, Hungary, 
und Croatia, teeming with rude and warlike popu- 
lations, for centuries played a losing game, and the 
sword of Wallenstein, in the 17th century, wus of 
as little avail os the cunning of Caunitz in the 18th. 

During tho last quarter of the 18th century, the 
direct line of the Bavarian house became extinct 
in the person of Moximilian, Marin Theresa, with 
Counitz, ber Minister, and afterward Joseph IL, 
attempted to get hold of the electorate aud incor- 
porate it into the Imperial hereditary posaossious. 
‘They first denied the right of succeasion to collate- 
rales, and then tempted them by the offer of Bel- 
gium, with the title of King of Burgundy, in ex- 
change for their rights in Bavaria. To all this, 
German national feeling was strongly opposed 
This feeling wos on the side of Frederick the 
Great, who, to palsy these Austro-Hupsburg nt- 
tempte at cousolidation, originated the Viireten- 
Bund—the league ofprinces. The principal princesof 
Gennany entered it, It had no religious character, 
since the elector of Saxony, a Catholic, signed the 
league, und the Duke of Wiirtemberg abstained, al- 
though, prince and nation, Protestant to the marrow. 
‘This Bund isnow condemned by ominenthegemonists, 
among them Seblosser, the historian and patriot; 
but no lesé eminent Germon winds, patriots, sa- 
vans, and statermen, coteanporary with that loague, 
proclaimed it to be the salvation of German inde- 
pendence nnd nationality. Germany dreaded to in- 
crease the power of Austria, to recognize or to 
sanction any nbsolute or definitive supremacy in 
any one State or dynasty. Prederick the Great did 
not consider that the integrity ef Germany de: 
pended upon éuch @ enpromacy, and his would have 
been the best eword in ropelling ony foreign ayyres- 
viov. ‘The spirit of Germany then abowed itsolf to 


Do anti-hogemonie, as it was soon after the Carlo- | way. Tho leaders of these parties, as well as their 


vingiane, and os it still remains: 

After’ the peace of Presburg, fx 1808, the old 
Gorman Empire was buried at Ratisbon in 1806, 
‘The Ewpire was superseded by tho Rhenish Con- 
federation. A number of German historians call 
this epoch the apogee of particulariamus. They 
condemn the members of the Rhenish Confodera- 
tion for sacrificing the dignity and the interests of 
Germany to their own individual agyrandizement. 
But others assert that tho prinecs who accepted 
this longue and their councilors were at heart good 
Germans, and that their stimulus waa a wish to find 
Napoleon. protection against the ambitious ten- 
dencies of Austria.” It must be observed that 
through tho channel of the Rhenish Confederation 
Germany directly received various beneficial influ- 
ences from Irauce. Greatest of these was the Code 
Napoleon; a benefit far outweighing all the transient 
damuge enused by tho Napoleonic domination. 

The ebock at that time given by France to Ger- 
many, destreyed inany parasitic offshoots of the 
old stem, minute, independent dynasta, abbots, bish- 
ops, and the like, 1,003 of which parte and particlesin 
the boginning of eur century composed the German 
Empire. Various historical events produced those 
infivitessimal existences, Every philosophical or 
socin] system, pushed to ite utmost limit, pro- 
duces its gionts and dwarfs. 

Amore energetic and comprehensive action of 
power in the old Empire was advocated by Leib- 
nitz. But he did it principally with a warlike, de- 


fensive and offensive aim, in view of an imaginary 
danger of the invasion and utter destruction of 
Germany. Leibnitz’s political oonceptions eoinci- 
ded with his philosophy. His metaphysics did not 
comprehend that cotrdination conatitutes s main 
element of harmony; in polities, therefore, he could 
not comprehend the value of federation, ‘The dog- 
watinm ef Leibnitz has long siuco been exploded. 
Kant, whom Heino ealls tho Robespiorre of mota- 
physics, destroyed it, Bofore the mnind of Leibnitz, 
as before that of Muechiavelli aud of many others 
more or Jess elevated, floated the Roman Uni- 
ty, Republican as well as Imporial, as the highest 
conception of @ State. To them the fullest mani- 
featation of vitality in q nation was its material, 
its brute force for offense. To them Unity 
was a remedy against harshly opposing politi- 
cal individualities; and oe they had no conception 
of a federation, it had for them a somblance of pro- 
grees in national politice. Hegel is nonrer the truth 
when he asserts that federation alone gives security 
to the small, nod a carb on the violence of the pow- 
erful. 

The inexhaustible and all-penotratiog German 
mind will finally find the truo solution for its do- 
mestic, social, and political difficulties. The reme- 
dies hitherto applied aeem to possess little vir- 
tue. Great are the complaints of internal disor- 
ganization. Whatevor its degree may be at present, 
it cannot be compared with tho disorganization of the 
15th century, when feudality foundered with all ita 
compounds and went down. At that epoch no or- 
ganic conception pointed out anew political coment. 
Frederic III. was one of the most impassiblo Em- 
perors of Germuny; no hegemony existed. The 
aoa was then remedied by the various States act- 
ing together in a rude federation. And tho chaos of 
the 15th century was euceeeded by the Refor- 
mation. 

‘The old ethnic and historic elements atill have vig- 
orous life in the German people, and in them are 
rooted many present rivalries aud antagoniems. 
But these rivalries have lost much, very much of 
thoir acerbity, Federation alone, and not centrali- 
zation or hegemony, can conciliate them. In 1848 


Republicans, whilo a hegemony under Prussia was 
advocated by “Anglo-German _ parliamentarians, 
Both failed, Vurious were the causes of failure, 
but perhaps the main cause was that the peoples, 
averse alike to ceutralization and to hegemony, fell 
back again upon their princea ae representatives of 
the old national individualities, They felt, without 
clear consciousness, that centralization was utterly 
abnormal, and that supremacy or hegemony, uuder 
ono State or dynasty, might, in the course of time, 
become a Unity destructive of many inborn and dear 
charaeteristica, and even liberties, The history of 
some other nations in similar conditions shows that 
such has been the march of events. Under the he- 
gemony of the royal houe of Castille and Arragon, 
the Basque proyinee lost their constitutional liber- 
ties. Under tho hegemony of England disappeared 
Scotch nationality, Whatever might havebeenthe im- 
pulges or presentiments of the populations in 1848, 
the princes, for a time proetrated, found in the 
populations strong support in opposing the pro- 
jected and even partially executed hegemony under 
Prussia. No foreign aid, no troops but native Ger- 
mane accomplished the restoration. 

Tho Bund, aa instituted by the Congress of Vien- 
na in 1815, eurvived tho tunpest of 1848. It is 
very lame—probably because the Isadership ie di- 
vided between Austna and Prussia. Very likely 
if no sach leadership were recoguieed, bat equality 
prevailed among tho members of the Bund, its 
workings would be less clumsy and unnatural. 

Daring this year the advoeutes of a Prussian he- 
yemony bave again raised their voice, This pro- 
ject hae dovoted partisans aud ardent opponents. Its 
partivave asgort that since a hegemony is a vital ae 
coesity for Germany, the sepremucy of Prussia 
gives the greatest safeguards for the Standing, and 
the greatest promises for a normal and liberal de- 
velopment of the political life of Germany. Bat 
euch a supremacy at once neutralizes Austria, if it 
doce not exclude her altogether, So this eombina- 
tion is enid by ita opponenta to constitute a Little 
Germany. With Austria and the Hapsburgs sido 
the Roman Catholic populations and the small and 
smaller sovereigns and scious of ariatocracivs. 
And, finally, the German nation at large is favora- 
lly impreveed by the historical fact, now trans- 
formed into @ kind of common law, of the recogni- 
tion of the Hopsbargs as having for centuries been 
perched at the top of the German tree, For these 
and various other reasons, Austria hat still a strong 
hold ona part of Germany. It does not seem that 
the German epirit, a a whole, considera that the 
Pruesian hegemony constitutes a real progress. The 
party which advocates Prussign supremacy goes by 
the name of Gotha, from haying held its last par- 
liamentary session in that city, after the diseolution 
of the great National Assembly of Frankfort in 
1849. The Gothaers do not now seem to be sus- 
tained by the masses. "The second-rate States, e8- 
peciully some of the smaller ones, aro uow more in 
awe of Prussia than of Austria, They forebode fu- 
sion, absorption, centralization. So the sovereigns 
and the statesmen of Saxony, Bayaria, Wilrtem- 
berg, Hanover, Baden, and Darmstadt ave endeay- 
oring to constitute a party which may hold the 
scules between Austria ond Prassio, and these at- 
tempts, although condemmed by the hegeaoniste as 
Separatiamae and Partienlariames, find an coho 
among the people, This showe that the old epinit 
of tribes ix net dead, ot mopifeste iteelf in a mew 


supporters, are almost all partisans of parhament- 
ary government, under the form ef constitutional 
monarchy. The Radical, Democrats, are to great 
extent divided in the same way into three parties. 
But at present the solution, whatever it may be, 
will necessarily be given by the combination of eove- 
reigns and their peoples, Princes and sovereigns 
now, and for a long time to come, aro political ne- 
cessities for European nations, Europeans impa- 
tient to enjoy republican institutions, must settle in 
Switzerland or emigrate to America, 

‘A hegemony established under any State or dy- 
nasty will bea strong impediment to any future 
chaage. It may easily become a prelude to cen- 
tralization. Germany, with or without princes, 
stands nearer to a perfect federation than any other 
European country or nation, Such a federation, 
with or without princes, will not oxtinguinh, but 
givo intensity to national feeling and to public 
spirit. Tho citizens of th® American Unien, who, 
from Maine to the Gulf and to California, proudly 
and patriotically call themselves Americans, are not. 
lesa proud of tho particular States to which they 
belong, preud even of the nicknames which history 
and events have attached to come of them. 

Nothing but this rivalry fer leadership er saprem- 
acy stands in the way of establishing a perfect fed- 
eracy in Germany. Compromises and concessions 
must doubtless be made from yarious quarters te 
coirdimate various forces and elements having s0- 
cial and historical foundations. In the existing 
Band, the sovereigns are not sufficiently contrelled 
by the nation at large, or in each respective State, 
Not only the sovercigas, but the mation also, ought 
to bo represented in a federation. All this, how- 
ever, ig merely a question of method. The 
representative principle being im use almost all 
over Germany, it ought naturally to find expres- 
sion in the bighest national council. Nor will the 
German mind be deficient in fiuding o method for 
ita domestic use. The members of the Band, sov- 
ereigns or States, havenot all equal rights to be pre- 
served, Some of them are not necessities at all. 
Discrimination must be made between normal and 
parasitic peculisritiee, peculiarities which owe their 
exiatence to political accidents, to the exaggeration 
of feudal and hereditary righta, which incarnate no 
genuine individuality, and which have never acquired 
apy historical or civilizing signification, Those 
States may deserve to be maintained which have at 
least one university. ‘The free cities, although 
defective in their political organization, are neverthe- 
lese living and noble remams of the old spirit of 
liberty. They ardently struggled for political and 
social emancipation, and for free labor, when slavery 
and oppression, the children of darkness, prevailed 
over Germany Gukowsk1.

institution into all the Territories of tho United 
States, whether now in. posscesion or hereafter 
to bo noquired, and tho show of zoal with 
which the President opposes, in the noxt broatb, 
the revival of the African slave-trade.

Bachonnn secks to v~""* ‘The idea of reviving the 
Aéficnn elave--de, 08 to which not a word was 
Fenad p~vious to the repeal of the Missouri Com- 
praise, Was openly brosched immediately after the 
door had thus been opened, aa it was then supposed, 
for the admission of Slavery into Kansas, and, it is 
to be observed, that the advocates of this revival, in 
and out of Congress, are at the somo time the most 
violent eupportere of the right of slavebolding to 
&xtend itself into tho Territories, and to be pro- 
feoted there, even against the wishes of the in- 
habitants, by 0 Congressional slave code. Indeed, 
{6 give to this proposed extension of slavebolding 
‘any practical cfficioncy, the revival of the African 
Mlave-trode would be necessary, inasmuch ss the 
‘existing stock of slaves is not sufficient to supply 
tho demands of those States in which Slavery al- 
Teady exists, Onco establish the doctrine that 
Slavery is to hove the right to go into all Territor- 
jes, and tho elaveholdera will immediately turn 
Toand and tell ua that to make that right available 
they must bave the liberty to bring in more slaves 
from tho coast of Africa, Nor will they find the 
Jaet difficulty in answoring the homily on the sub- 
ject in which Mr. Buchanan, as if to quiet the con- 
‘écienoe of the North on the subject of the extension 
‘of-elayeholding into the Territorins, hos seen fit to 
indulge. To his enumeration of the enactments 
in prohibition of this traffic, passed botween the 
‘years 1794 and 1621, thoy will reply that 1821 was 
‘a long time ugo—that tho men who passed these 
acta; and Presidente Washington, Joffer- 
son, Madison, and Monroe, who signed them, 
meant very well, but that they were endly 
in the dark upon tho eubject of Slavery, and that 
thoso laws were passed under o total misapprehen- 
gion of the facta of the case, The African slave- 
“trade wos prohibited, on tho ground that Slavery 
iteelf is an evil, a wrong, a political blunder, in- 
eonsistont with the fundamental ideas upon which 
our Government is based, whereas it ia now proved 
to bo in accordance with the laws of nature and of 
God, ‘and the only firm basis upon which a sound 
‘and lasting social and political system can be 
built, ‘They will add to this that the indofeasible 
‘right of elaveholding to extend itself into the Terri- 
“Goris, of which Mr, Buchanan is himself so warm 
‘an advocate, had not then been discovered. 
The mon of that day went upon tho princi- 
‘ple that Congress had tho right to prevent 
“the extension of Slavery into the Territoriva. 
iven those who opposod the exclusion of 
‘Slavery from the territory wost of Missouri, did 
‘not baso that opposition on the ground that Slavery 
“Yhnd'a right to go there. They urged, on the other 
hand, that, by thus scattering the slaves, the evil of 
Slovery would be diluted ond the time, hastened 
whoo tho whole thing would como to onend. It 
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having now boon disoovored by Prosidont Buchanan 
and otber groat jurists that tho extension of Slavery 
in provided for and guaranteed by the Constitution, 
it follows that whatover ia easontial to tho carrying 
out of this extonsion must be consistent as juaran- 
feed at the sumo time, 6o that the laws against the 
‘(Mrican elaye-trade may fairly be regarded aot only 
ax inexpedient and unjust, but a3 unconstitutional. 

But Mr, Buchavan’s zoalous support of the right 
of slavcholding to extend itself into the Territories 
ig not the only nid and comfort which ho gives to 
tho revival of tho African slave trade. He earnostly 
insists on tho annexation of Cubo, a country in 
which the slave-trade actually exists, und which 
possesses the greatest facilities for carrying it on. 
The annexation of Cuba would furnish a new and 
atrong argument for logolizing tho trade, on tho 
ground that it would be impossible to realize the 
contemplated improvements in that island, and so 
ct back a return equivalent to the outlay it 
would cost us, except by the introduction of a largo 
amount of African labor.* Mr, Buchanan's idea of 
taking Mexico under our protection looks tho aame 
way. Protection menns occupation, conqueat. 
Tho very object aimed at is the making out of 
Mexico new Slave States. But, in order to do 
this the slaves must be had, and of these a compe- 
tent supply can only be obtained from the coast 
of Africa. Tho policy of tho Democratic party is 
to give to tho elayebolding systom strength enough 
to enable it to maintain tho political control of this 
Union, Acquisitions of territory by the slave 


power will be of ‘comparatively little consequence, 
without the elaves to fill them up. States with few 
slaves will be constantly expored to the danger of 
some movement on the part of tho non-slayehold- 
era for tho abolition of Slavery. In order to givo 
firmness and consistency to tho slave power, cach 
Slave State must have claves enough to give the 
slayeholdors a securo ascendancy. But with tho 
lurgo additions to the Union which tho annexation 
policy of Mr. Bachanau contemplates, how oan that 
bo dono, except by reviving the African slave- 
trade? 


MEXICO, 


The N. ¥. Times of Saturday discusses Mr. 
McLane’s now Treaty with Mexico ond our objeo- 
tions to it in an ortiole which wo transfer bodily to 
oor columns to-day, Tho themo is of grave mo- 
ment, and we would have our renders consider it 
dispsssiovately from every stand-point, Having 
duly considered The Times's article, wo ook thom 
to look thongbtfully at the following excoptious to 
ite leading positions: 

I. Woe do certainly object to Mr. McLane's 
‘Treaty that the tronsit-routes across Mexico which 
it proposes to buy aro worthless to us, and that the 
whole offuir is tainted with barefaced and most dis 
creditable jobbery, but for still gravor reasons alao. 
Wo ure opposed to any purchase of transit-routes 
across Mexico or any other country by our Govern- 
ment. If avy company or capitalist, American or 
foreign, eces ft to buy the Nicaragua, Chiriqui, 
Honduras, Tehuantepec, or any other proposed 
transit-routo across tho narrower portion of this 
continent, and construct a canal, railroad, or decent 
turnpike thereon, we have not the least objection to 
their so doing, but eball bo quite likely to wish 
the enterprise succes. Not so with any similar 
undertaking by tho Federal Government. We 
question its power to do thie, and we hold the pol- 
iy of go doing unquestionably bad. - A-company or 
copitalist may possibly make money by opening a 
tronsit route, oven though he be constrained to pay 
for a privilego which ought ‘to. bo freely and grate- 
fully conceded; tho Federal Government, it is per- 
fectly notorious, will bo called on to pay, pay, ab 
every stage of the traneaotion from the Guteer uur 
<4. funl Washing its nanas of the job. Exporicace 
will ebow that it is far easier to keep out than to 
get out of such a business. 

IL We object to all Government dabbling in 
foreign trausit-routes aa inevitably antagonist to 
the true and manifest policy of opening a great 
National Highway from the Atlantio to the Pacifio 
through the beart of our own country. Had it 
been physically impossible to cross Moxico or the 
Isthmus of Darien for the last fifteen years, we 
should havo ere this been enjoying tho blessings of a 
doily Overland Mail from St. Louis to San Fran- 
cieco in fifteen days ot furthest, sta smaller cost 
than the aggregate of tho half-dozen circumambient 
routes we are now supporting, which only profvaa 
to carry letters twico per week ond newspapers 
once a fortnight. Were a Daily Overland Mail now 
poseing from St. Louis to Sa Francisco ond vice 
tersa in fifteen doys, wo believe the amount of rey- 
enue thence accruing would be treble what is now 
received, and rapidly increasing. Nor is this all: 
Such o Mail would ere this have thickly dotted 
ite whele course with etations, eottlements, | 
facilities for general travel, and (wherever practica- 
ble) farme, and would/have insured the constrac- 
tion of a large portion of the Pacific Railroad ere 
this time, and of the residue within a few years. A 
Daily Overland Mail from the Miseouri to the Pa- 
cific on the very quickest route ia, in our judgment, 
an urgent National necessity; and we regard all 
Government dabbling in transit-routes through 
Mexico and Central America as inevitably hostile! 
to auch a Mail. A Mail to ond from California 
twice per month is utterly bobind the requirements 
of the age; nor ia it right that the Govorament 
should be running balf a dozen rival maila to Cali- 
fornia on different routes. Give us one mail to and 
from the Pacific coaat; lot it bo run on the quickest 
route, and run every day. Wo protest against any 
new contract for carrying » mail to California 
otherwise than directly through our own country; 
and wo insist that one direct Ovorland Mail bo con- 
tracted for 60 soon as may be, to supersede all our 
present roundabout ones. 

TIL. But The Times avers that it would “ bo wise 
“fer us to pay the paltry sum of four millions of 
“ dollars into the Mexican treasury, the pockets of 
“ speculators, or oven into tho sea, if by eo doisg, 
“we can eecure the abolition of bigotry and bad 
“ government throughout tho republic of Mexico," 
&c.. &o, This opens up a pretty wide horizon, 
and involves considerations not to be disposed of in 
a flippant paragraph. Let us pause and consider, 

In what section of the Federal Constitution is 
found the right of our rulers to pay out even 49 
“paltry” a sum as $4,000,000 from our empty and 
likely-to-remain-empty Treasury, in order to ‘ ae- 
“cure tho abolition of bigotry and bad govern- 
“ment” in a foreign country, we cannot even 
guess. Nor is it ueceaeary to ponder the matter 
very deeply, since we dony utterly that such mug- 
nificent resulta are to be attained by any such pay- 
ment. The digordors of Mexico are toodeep-seated 
and chronic to bo cured bys payment of $4,000,000 
from our Treasury, especially when at least half of 
it is to go ‘into tho pooketa of speculators.” Tho

clear that euch a payment is to be a mero overture 
to the grand opera in which our Government, Army, 
Treneury and Volunteors are to find unlimited em- 
ployment? Js it,not further cloar that what ia 
really asked of us is Armed Intervention in tho do- 
mestic broil which now distracts Moxico—interven- 
tion on the side of that which is manifestly, and will 
thus become confessedly, the weaker faction? The 
Juurez party with which Mr. McLane has mado 
Lis treaty ling encountered an almost unbroken suc- 
cession of defeats for a year past, and dare not now 
raise its bead within a hundred miles of tho capital. 
In spite of the President’a assertion, wo believe it 
is vot now sustained by a third of the Moxican 
people. Its recoguition by our Government was an 
ufterthought—our Minister (Mr. Forsyth) recog- 
pized tbo rival authority as legitimate when Juarez 
was far stronger and his cause more powerful than 
now. To ratify Mr, McLanc’s treaty is eithor to 
throw the $4,000,000 nukedly “into the sen,” aa 
The Times naively suggests, or olse it is to adopt 
the cause of Juarez, and resolve to back it with 
Treasury, Army, Volunteers, as Mr. Buchanan 
recommends, virtually admitting that to do go is to 
sot at defiance all our past history, traditions and 
established policy. Lot us consider this: 

IV. Mexico is ternby two hostile factions, which 
we may fairly characterize respeotively a8 that of 
tho Priesta and that of the Civilians. Tho Army— 
that is, the Military Officers—maimly side with tho 
Priests. Tho People—at least Soven of the Eight 
Millions—are sunk in ignoranco, superstition, and 
sloth, owning no land, living from hand to mouth, 
Pur of their ives: “Sola Rentotphts characteriza 
tion of them us ‘<a blanketed nation of thieves and 
“harlota” was somewhat too strong, but not far 
from the truth. Whother such s population can 
really euatain republican institutions is doubtful; if 
we were to give up their enlightenment and moral 
elevation as impracticable, weshould say they could 
not; but we will not give them up. Their present 
rough, ewd experience may be—we trust it is— 
Providentially designed to qualify them, by its hard 
lessons, for future freedom ond self-government. 
‘The Char party may succeed in tho immediate con- 
test; but that will settle nothing, New pronuncia- 
mientos—tho division of the victorious faction by its 
yory succesees—-further onlightenment—a graver and 
loftier National character—a more generally diffused 
pstriotism—such are among the possible results of 
her present trials and afflictions. If not, we may 
us well give up that the Church party are in the 
right, aod that | monareby is the only eflective 
remedy for ber chronic anarchy. 

Y. Now wo object to Mr. Buchanan’s proposal, 
with all other forms of intervention, that it in effect 
gives up the contest. Under tho appearance of 
sustaining the Liberal or Civilian cause in Mexico, 
it practicaly annihilates that cause, To-day, 
Juarez and bis remaining backers suffer in the 
public opinion of Mexico os the Americanized or 
anti-Nati(nal party; let them bo backed by money 
from our Federal Treasury—etill moro, by our 
urms—and they are irretrievably rained. We may 
bear them in triumph to the City of Mexico behind 
our artillery, in the midst of our equares of in- 
fantry; but their ruin, with that of their causc, is 
pevertheless certain from the hour that our flag 
waves over a Mexican field in their eupport. Theira 
will thenceforth be the party of the Foreigner and 
the Heretio; their cause, in tho oyea of the Mexi- 
can multitude, the cause of irreligion and National 
subjugation. From thut hour, the Liberal ascen- 
dency in Mexico will be measured by the range of 
our cannon, And, even though our Government 
were able and willing to spend tho Millions re- 
quired to establish Juarez in authority at the City 
of Mexico and throughout the country, our people 
would never submit to be taxed year alter year to 
keep him there. And, the moment our battalions 
were withdrawn, they would inevitably go down. 

With the most earnest good will to tho Liberal 
party in Mexico, we say, therofore, to our Govorn- 
ment, Hands off! You can do nothing but mischief. 
Intervention by one uation in the domestic feuds of 
another is never justifiable save to prevent or resist 
intervention by others. Let our Government say 
to monarchieal Europe, “ Let Mexico alone !”” and 
our wholo People will éustain the injunction. If 
we intervene, we cannot with decency complain of 
intervention by others, Left wholly to herself, we 
trust our sister republio will ultimately prevail over 
the ‘‘sea of troubles” which environ her; while to 
attempt protecting her against herself—to prop the 
cauge of republicanism by foreign bayonota—ia to 
admit that it is lost beyond remedy, 


The House of Representatives on Friday failed 
to ballot fora Speaker, the day being devoted to 
speeches, and it adjourned over until ‘Tuesday next, 
We are happy to eay that the Republicans solidly 
resisted this adjournment. They were outvoted 
by the combined Demooratic and South Amorioan 
forces; but the country will understand tbat the 
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delay in tho organization of tio Fouso ia no faa 
of theirs, either now or boretofore. 


We haye hitherto said nothing about the personal 
quarrel which Mr. L. O'D, Branch of N.C. las 
endeavored to fasten on Mr, Grow of Pa., because 
tho remarks of both gentlemen in tho Congressional 
debating-club had beon fairly roported in our 
columns, and eyery ono who read them must bo 
siready awaro that Mr. Brauch was first to give 
and first to tako offense, and that his attempt to 
bully Mr. Grow into av ppology or a ducl was 
utterly unwarranted. Mr. Grow'a rosponso to his 
virtual challengo was exactly what it should be, 
and will securo the hearty approval of his constitu- 
ents, and of all others who recogniso the divin 
command, «Thou sbalt not kill,” oa o ‘ higher 
“Jaw” than the duelist's bloody codo, Mr. Grow's 
position is eminently and nobly right, oud will bo 
nobly maintained.

30, 1859, 
THE MEXICAN TREATY. 

‘The now Mexican treaty will bo sent in on Tues 
doy next. A portion of the Democracy intend ro- 
sisting ita confirmation, on the ground that Juarez 
only represents a faction in Mexico, and not, de 
‘facto, the Government. A large lobby intereat will 
urge its ratification, as $2,000,000 of the $4,000,000 
proposed are intended for bogus claimants. Tho 
wholo Republican sido will oppose ita ratification. 


THE MAUL SERVICE. 

‘There are rumors of an intention, on the part of 
a large number of contractors, to stop mail service 
after tho Ist of January, but they are only designed 
to hasten the organization. No such purpose is enter- 
tained. Contracta are mado for the period of four 
years, ot the diserotion of the Departmont to tormi- 
uate them, which is rarely done. 


NICARAGUAN APPAIRS, 
‘The last advices from Nicaragua do not encour- 
ago the expectation that the arrangement with En- 
gland for the settlement of tho difficulties thore 
will bo consummated promptly, Months bare 
elapsed since the Wykes appointment, without any 
material progress.

TUE MISSION TO FRANCE. 
Falkner's appointment to France is considered 
settled.

For bimeelf, if it were an original ques- 
tion, he should hold that the power was vested iu the 
State; but bo held to the cotemporaneous construction 
of the Constitution which bad beon acted on by all 
departments of the Government, and which had beor 
acquiesced in by the people, and ought to be re: 
nized. He conceded the constitutional power of Con- 
gress to pusé 8 Fugitive Slave Law. So far as tho law 
of 1850 was concorned, he did not bolieve it was con- 
sti(utional in its detaile us to the, mode, provided for 
making proofs. He wanted o law which would bo 
svailable not to encourage kidnapping under color of 
law and the captore of porsons not slaves. The ju- 
dicial power of the United States ia vested by the 
Constitution in Jadyes appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate, und he held, further, that when 
the Fugitive Slave, law authorizes» commission ap- 
pointed by the judge, and not by the President, and 
confirmed by tho Senate, to sit’ in jadgment as to 
whether the person arrested is a fagitive or not, it is 
Yeeling coustitutional, power whore the Constitution 
dovs uot authorize it, He held the law to be unconsti- 
tational in thia, tbat it deprives the psrty of the right 
tow habeas corpus to test the question aa to the pro- 
ceea under which the fugitive is claimed, and whether 
itis conformuble to law, and whether or ‘uot there is o 
protest to put into Slavery a freeman, He knew, in 

int of fact, that the law {s groaely abused in the Free 
States, He knew that men were constantly kidnapped 
under color of ita provisions. He know person in 
Obio had received o letter seking bim to give a de 
scription of free negroes, the writer eaying he would 
find market for them.

EXPLOSION ON THE GRANADA. 
es 

ONE MAN KILLED AND ELEVEN SCALDED. 

Tho onlucky steamship Granada, which barely ea 
eaped being ongulpbed in tho North Riyor one ovening 
last week, with a large number of passengora, when 
cat through by the ice, was the scene of a shocking 
disaster last Saturday evening. It was with diflicalty, 
aftor she waa cut through, that she was brought into 
shoal water at the foot of Chambera street, in season 
for the safo removal of her passengetby before she sunk. 
Since then, Mesars. Herbert & Bennett bave been at 
‘work with powerful steam pumps, endeavoring to free 
her of water, in order to float her into the Dry Dock. 
‘On Friday ight they succeoded in getting her aflout, 
and tho following day towed her around to her owners’ 
pier, at the foot of Warren street, to discharge cargo. 
‘The injuries which sho bad eustained still caused her to 
leak co fast that both steam pamps were kept going. 
About 4j o'clock on Saturday afternoon, when a num- 
ber of men were guthered near tho forward steam- 
boiler, shifting wood from ono side of the deck to the 
other, the boiler exploded with a terrific report, scat- 
tering death and destruction around. This sad event 
svas wholly unlooked for, and, as might be imagined, 
created the utmost consternation on board. And wellit 
might, for the ponderovs steam boiler waa blown high 
into tho air, and, tearing ite way through pilot-house 
and shrouds, foll aft nome fifty feet upon the harricane 
deck, abreust the emoke-pipe. The people in the 
vicinity of the pump were thrown hither and thither, 
some being thrown into the watoz, and noarly all 
within rango being mained and marred coverely, 
Ono poor follow, Luke Flanigan, a ‘longshoreman, 
who resided in Reade street, was, blown oyerbourd 
and instantly killed. Elven other persons were moro or 
lees injured, and were speedily eont to the City Hospital 
in carriagee. Two or three of tham are go shockingly 
scalded and otherwize injured that they cannot recover. 
The cause of the accident is variously attributed to a 
defect in the bottom of the boiler, to too many cn- 
gineora, to too Jittle water in the boiler, and to too 
niuch gin in the firemen. It is but just to state that tho 
exploded boilor, which belonged to the Underwriters, 
had heretofore been considered sound and reliable.

Jou Max srsay, ‘longshoreman, also in the Hospital, 
is not very ‘ouch burt, although scalded about the 
limbs. His sife was eoon in attendance apon him. 
When the esplosion occurred, while stunned from the 
concussion and emarting from the pain, he becano 
crazy, and, wonld have louped overbourd had not thpae 
who rushed to the spot seized him iu the act. He will 
bo well in a couple of weeks. 

Micuaxt McGurrs, a ‘longshoreman, residing in 
Greenwich street, was scalded, but he was uble to 
leave the Hospital after his scalds were dresaod. 

Pxtxn McCuwx was badly scalded about the thighs. 
After his wounds bad been dressed at the Hospital he 
went to his home in North Moore etreot, 

Banser McCarynsr of Cherry street, ono of the 
wreckors in the employ of the Board of Underwriters, 
was eculded somowhst in the neck and lega, bat was 
uble conveniently to goto hishome He will be aboat 
sgain in a few days This man was blown olf the 

yeesel, but caved himself from falling into the river 
by catebing hold of oue of the stagchions of the byrri- 
cene deck.

FROM WASHINGTON. 
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‘Tie SOUTH AMERICANS OF ‘CITE Hovse—Turm 
ANILITY AND NATIONAL SEXTIMENTS—NEL~ 
Ow, ETHERIDGE, AND ANDERSON—REASON 
POR DEMOCRATIC HATE. 

Osrrosyendense of The N. ¥. Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 26, 1859. 

Ono of the first facts that Will strike an observer 
ef the present House of Representatives, im ite 
desultory and disorganived struggle, is the extraor- 
dinary tact and bigh mental ability of the so-called 
‘Gouth Americans.” The Democracy have beon 
from the beginning of the session extremely belli 
eose. Like the roaring “pulls of Basban’’ they 
have pushed their horns in every direetion for an 
antagonist, The Republicans, in the confideneo of 
assured power, have Jeft the Democratic champions 
to exhauet their breath in bellowing over the uncon- 
teated field, But, resolved on baving a adveraary 
and a fight, these cornuted knights have made a 
darh at anything crossing the arena; and now and 
then the reckless invader of the campus hag been a 
Sonth American member, who bas met such ene- 
mies before, and is not at all alarmed at the terrible 
amount of sound that heralds their preeence and 
their attack. 

Nearly every intellectual and moral battle on the 
floor of the House so far—John Hickimnan's memor- 
able wrestling with the powers of darkness being 
the most noted exception—has been between the 
Democrata and the South Americans, and it ir 
universally admitted that in every case the South 
‘Americans have come off with the laurels of victory. 
Tn the beginning Mr. Nelson of Tennessee, in ove 
daching and brilliant charge, overthrew the Vir- 
ginin knight, Roger A. Pryor, and loft him wallow- 
ing in the dust, where the victorious champion had 
firat trampled John B. Clark's resolutions, which 
were the red flag that began the fight. Bryer, who 
_was previously the most ‘ irrepressible” patriot in 
the House, became from that time a quiet achool 
boy, chewing the cud of bitter discontent of a buck 
seni after punisbment, 

Scarcely a day has passed since that memorable 
dieaster to the irrepreesibks Democrata, without the 
casting of a atone by some one of theirspeakers into 
the camp of the South Americans, In most cases, 
it has been picked up harmless, and hurled back 
with severe effect upon the Democratio ranks; aud 
generally, it bas fallen to the lot of that versatile 
political fighter, that gallant champion of popular 
rights, the Han. Emerson Etheridge of Tonnesses, 
to retort upon the assailants of the South American 

arty and policy. It is enough to eny, that the col- 
fected and cal Etheridge has not yet made a mis- 
take, nor fuiled to bring his adversary down help- 
Jess at his fect, exposing at once to the House and 
to the country, the weakness of his armor and the 
badness of his cause. The country has much to 
hope from tbe high talenta, snd national, all-em- 
bracing patriotism of Emerson Etheridge, and meu 
like him, who can afford to despise the selfish aud 
proscriptive policy within which the Democracy 
would cramp his nature and sentiments. 

But the experience with Nelson and Etheridge 
did not euffice. The indiscretion of the Democrats 
aroused still a third champion of the Southern Op- 
position, in the person of the Hon, Wm. C. Ander- 
son of the IVth District of Kentucky—a district 
that for tho past ten years bas been represented 
only by Democrate. Last week, when the Deuo- 
crata failed to induce the Americans to vote for 
Gen. John §, Millson for Speaker, a Democrat, 
nominated by Alex. R. Boteler, the sole American 
representative from Virginia, the Hon. H. C. Bur- 
nett of Kentucky, one of the ablest mon and best 
speakers of his party, took the floor and poured out 
atorrent of eloquent invective against the Ameri: 
cans, whose alliance hud just been courted to aid 
fn electing Milison, charging them with having de- 
seried the flag of Henry Clay, and his principles, 
and with haying converted the gallant old Whig 

arty into a ‘miserable Know-Nothing party.” 

r. Burnett addressed himself direetly to Mr. An- 
Mr, Burnet oda rouber representing tho TVth Dis- 
trict of Kentucky, On being thus singled out, Mr. 
‘Andereon rose and said, ‘I represent the IVth 
District of Kentucky.” 

“For the present,” was the sarcastic reply of 
Mr. Burnett, alluding to the fact that Mr. Ander- 
son’s eeat was contested. 

Yea, for the present,” eaid Mr. Anderson, ‘and 
«Thope till the end of this Congress. However, 
«Gf, on examining all the facts in the case, it is not 
4 found that I have received a majority of the legal 
+ votes cast. in my District, Isball cheerfully aban- 
«don the seat I hold in this body.” 

Mr. Burnett's allusion to the tenure of his 
league's seat was universally felt to be in exceeding 
bad taste. His own friends felt itto beso. But 
Mr, Burnett made bad woree by proceeding to vin- 
dicato hie allusion to it, and uttering an ex parte

Mr. Anderson’s reply to Mr, Burnett the next day 
was temperate, but able aud overwhelming. He 
placed himeclf high in the regards of every member 
‘of the Flouse for candor, tact, and power, and for 
elevated patriotism, Mr. Burnett had charged bim 
with abandoning the flag aud principles ot Henry 
Clay. Mr. Anderson was a Whig in principle, had 
lived euch, and would die such. He was in favor 
of proteotion to American Tabor, ns Mr. Clay was. 
But Mr. Burnett wanted him to put in the Bpeak- 
or's chair Gen, Millson, who i josed the Whig 
principle of protection, and would defeat it). Ho 
was in favor of an honest and economical adminie- 
tration of the Federal Government, ae Mr, Clay 
wae, and bad promised his constituents to expose 
fie extravagauces and frauds of Mr. Buchanan's 
‘Administration, Mr. Burnett wi ed him to effect 
‘a Democratic organization of the House, whereby 
oll euch investigations would bo stifled, and the 
Whig priveiple defeated. Mr. Burnett wished bin

Mr. Anderson spurned 
the argument as inconsistent for Mr. Burnett, and 
unpatrioticin iteelr, No man was more denuncia- 
tory of the Republicans than Mr. Burnett, because 
they presented on the floor of the House the alarni- 
ing fact of a united North, In Mr, Burnett's view, 
that was cectional and dangerous to the Union.

Tue Grocrarsy oF CoxsumrTion.—Consnmption 
origimates in all lotitudea—from the Equator, where 
the menn temperature is eighty degrees, with slight 
variationa, to the higher portion of the Temperate Zone, 
where the menn temperature is forty degrees, with 
endden and violent changes. The opinion, long enter- 
tained, that it is peculiar to cold and humid climates, is 
founded on error. Far from this being the case, the 
tables of mortality warrant the conclusion that con- 
snmption is more prevalont in tropical than in temper- 
ate countries. Coneumption is rare in the Arctic’ re- 
gions, in Siberia, Iceland, the Faroe Islands, the Ork- 
peys, Shetlinds, and Hebrides. And in confirmation 
of the opinion that it decreases with the decrease of 
temperature, it ie shown, from extensive data, that in 
Northern Europe it ia most prevalent atthe Jevel of the 
rea, and that it decreases with increase of elevation to 
a certain point. It is uniformly more fatal in cities than 
in the conntry.

The mere anticipation of such a resalt 
in quite likely to aid its realization, by stimulating par- 
chores for the advance thas foreshadowed; bus it is 
‘extremely ¢onbtfal whether apy decided movement for 
tho rise can take place until public confidence ia more 
fally restored. We buve had a sorious declinein many 
‘of our leading Railway etoeke, and, under ordinary 
‘circumstances, asi early reaction would be reasonably 
expected; but eo many disturbing elements now hang 
over the market in the way of political agitation, to 
say vothing of the recent feverish throb in money mat- 
ters, that it will be difficult to restore the equilibrium 
of prices for eome time. This endden and rather 
ebarp urn in the Movey market haa revealed 
‘state of things which fally confirms the impreseions 
we baye long entertained as to the character of the 
speculations which baye prevailed during the last wix 
onthe Stocks have been abaken ontof their places of 
bypothecution go freely aud roeasily by a mere passing 
breeze in the money market, that we are enabled to see 
‘at once how frail and unsubstantial bas been the sup- 
port which the epeculative movements have attracted, 
Theeo masses of stock, now rudely disturbed in the
